WOMEN AS DENTISTS. 


The Russian Countess Who Graduated 
in New York. 
From the New York Sun. 
On Thursday last a woman applied tothe 


New York College of Dentistry, Kast Twenty- 
third street and Second avenue, for admission 
asastudent. She was of French nationality 
and brought testimonials showing that she 
had already practiced dentistry in Brazil 
and New Orleans. Her application was re- 
fused. 

“Is it against your rules to admit women to 
the college!“ a Sun reporter asked Dr. Frank 
Abbott, the Dean of the faculty. 

„lt is. We have never admitted but one 
woman, and I do not think we shall ever ad- 
mit another. In 1871 we admitted the 
Countess Swiderska of St. Petersburg. Her 
application was supported by the Russian 
Minister at Washington and the British Con- 
sulin this city, and she pr sentel credentials 
showing that she had already practised five 
years as a dentist. In consideration of that 
fact she was allowed to take a degree after 
one year’s study. She went back to St. Pe- 
tersvurg. and is practising there with great 
success, I understand.”’ 

“Was there anything in her case to dis- 
courage you!“ 

“Well, there was. She was one of the 
smartest women I ever met. She was a 
young Woman, and an enthusiast in her pro- 

ession. There was no combating her resist- 
less energy. She was not satistied with class 
instruction or with the§amount of attention 
other students received, but was constantly 
Lesieging members of the faculty for special 
favors. She would call at our houses, and 
would apply for special instruction on points 
that would occur to ber, and would en- 
<croach pon the opportunities of other 
student>. She displayed amazing applicition 
and aptitude, and at the same time gave us 
an extraordinary amount of trouble. I am 
not inthe least opposed to women entering 
the professions, buttheir admission to classes 
of male students is altogether impracticable. 
We have applications every term, but we 
have always refused them except in that one 
case, and we shall never make an exception 
in the future.“ 

“Is there, then, any place in this city 
where women can be taught dentistry ’” 

“IT donot know of any. There may be 
dentists who would take women into their 
offices and instruct them.” 

„es there any reason why women should 
not succeed in dentistry ’” 

„do not think there is. Women possess 
in a high degree the delicacy of manipulation 
called for by dentistry. Strong, steady 
nerves that cannot beshaken by sudden 
emergencies are needed, and women can dis- 
play great nerve. There isa woman assist- 
ant in Dr. Hasbrouck’s office on Broadway, 
near Twenty-third street, and there is one 
employed in the rooms ofthe Colton Dental! 
Association, atthe Cooper Institute, anil 
understand that no display of suffering ever 
interferes with the deitness and skill with 
Which they discharge their duties. As to 
the business prospects of women dentists, it 
should be borne in mind that there is noth- 
ing in the business to create a preference for 
them with any class of customers. In the 
practice of medicine there is a large field 
presented, in which the services of women 
physicians are likely to be preferred, when 
contidence in their skill is established.” 

Are there any women dentists here?!“ 

do not know of any women dentists, but 
there are women carrying-on the business of 
dentistry. Mrs. Napoleon Preterre, after the 
death of her husband, kept up his business 
by employing dentists to attend to customers 
coming to the office. Mrs. Diffenbach, in 
Twenty-third street, and Mrs. Steinberger,in 
Fifty-ninth street, have ina similar manner 
carried on the business established bv their 
husbands. Such a thing will not be possible 
hereafter, as under the law of 1872 no one can 
practice save those licensed by the State Den- 
tal Soviety, and ‘licenses are granted only to 
such as can pass an exam'‘nation by the Board 
of Censors of the society, or who hold a de- 

‘ree from a college recognized by the society. 
fa woman should qualify herself in a den- 
list’s office to pass the examination, which is 
a rigid one, she would be licensed.“ 

“What would you advise a woman todo 
who wants to study dentistry ?’’ 

„advise applicants to goto Philadelphia. 
There are three dental collegesin that city, 
and one of them is open to women. It has 
graduated quite a number of women dentists. 
Our college is the only one in New York, and 
we do not want women students.“ 

Dr. Emily Blackwell, of the Woman’s 
Medical College of this city, says she does not 
hnow of any women dentists in this city. Mrs. 
Einstein, who studies dentistry in an office at 
Orange, is practicing in that town. Dr. 
Blackwell thinks itis a profession peculiarly 
suitable to women, and savs that a woman 
Centist who graduated in Philadelphia is 
meeting with success in Germany, and num- 
bers among her friends Queen Victoria’s 
daughter, the Crown Prince of Germany. 


Married Women’s Slavery.

In what respect is the condition of many a 
married woman better than a slave’ She 
works hard year after vear, and has a roof 
over her head and is provided with food; so 
isthe slave. She must beg her **master’” for 
a little pittance with which to buy the cloth- 
ing for herself and children: the slave mas- 
ter looks aftersuch wants of bis chattels with- 
Hut their asking. She has no freedom or 
independence; she dare not buy a single 
Article at the store till she gets the consent of 
the tyrant whom the civil law has made her 
husband. She can have no will about even 
housebold affairs that her husband disap- 
proves of; she isaslave both in body and 
mind during his life, and at his death, if she 
survives him, she cannot, under the unjust 
and tyrannical laws of nearly all the countries 
in the world, sell the property which she has 
helped to accumulate nor control her own 
children without employing a lawyer and 
getting a special permit from the court.

Mr. Gladstone’s Health Again. 
London Letter to New York Times, 

Mr. Gladstone’s health is a subject of con- 
siderable anxiety, not to say Uneasiness, 
among his friends. He sustained a severer 
shock than ie generally supposed by his at- 
tack of feverish cold some months aco, and 
matters were not improved by his sulse- 
quent accident, when he fell down and 
struck his head violently against an iron 
seraper. Add to these physical misfortunes 
the ordinary wear and tear of his responsible 
and arduous position, and the extraordinary 
work and worry incidental to his conduct of 
the land bill and his conflicts with the Land 
Leaguers, and it will be seen that there ts 
enough in all these causes to tax the vital 
energies even of a more than usually hardy 
statesman infhis red year. Besides, it is not 
generally known thatthe Premier saffers a 
good deal from occasional dysentery, in itself 
an very Weakening complaint, and his case is 
aggravated by the persistence with which he 
. — to take rest and desist from business 
often when he is quite unfitfor work. Mr. 
Gladstone, When he fairly breaks down and 
is actually ill, of course gives in, and be is 
bald to be, under such circumstances, a most 
docile patlept, but nothing short of positive 
sickness will withhold him from his office ia 


street or bis piace in P 
sort of compromise to which he 
submit is to keep reasonably early 
and thus he is very rarely seen 
in tbe House of Commons now 
after midnight. Evidences of his impaired 
health are painfully manifest in his personal 
appearance and manner. His face now as- 
sumes an ashy whiteness, and that l‘on-like 
look for which he has hitherto been so re- 
markable is considerably tamed down. Again, 
there is marked failure of strength in the 
magnificent voice, which was, until lately, 
unequaled by that of any great orator of his 
time. It is now not uncommon for Mr. Glad- 
stone to be almost inaudable inthe gallery. 
Here and there the reporters fail to catch a 
word, and have to ask one another, What is 
that be said?” a circumstance almost without 
precedent before this session. 

Such being the case, it is hardly surprising 
that Mr. Gladstone’s prospective retirement 
should once more become a subjectof conver- 
sation. Of course,unless he should unfor- 
tunately be visited by another serious ill- 
ness, be will not think of withdrawing from 
public affairs until he has carried through his 
great Irish measure; butit is not unlikely 
that after the close of the present session Mr. 
Gladstone will accept a peerage and lead his 
party in the upper house, as did bis great 
rival, Lord Beaconsfield. 


Marriage and Money. 
From a New York Letter. 


It would be interesting to know to what 
extent marriage hereis affected by money. 
While it is generally conceded that riches do 
not make happiness it should be conceded 
that poverty, really such, causes a vast 
amount of wretchedness. Hundreds of 
couples who might be sufficiently content to- 
gether if they had a moderate income are 
apt to be very discontented when continually 
pinched. Money saves friction: it prevents 
two persons not sympathetic from continual- 
ly clashing through narrowness of circum- 
stances, Consequently the view of many 
bachelors is more common-sensible, more in 
accordance with facts, than might appear at 
a passing glance. 

It is commonly said, especially by pro- 
matrimonialists, that two persons can live as 
cheaply as one person can. No doubt a great 
many people have acted on this transparent 
fallacy, and discovered its falseness only too 
late. Ina big city, notably New York, the 
saying is flagrantiy untrue. Here it costs 
more to keep a Woman than it does a man in 
the same social status. As long as he is sin- 
gle—provided he have no bad habits—he can 
livefor very little, 31,200 to $1,500 being 
enough forthe purpose. An ordinary hall 
bed-room will serve for bis domicile, and he 
can dress respectably for 3300 a vear. A Vo- 
man must, on the contrary, have some- 
thing like u home, where she spends much of 
her time, and must be at much more expense 
for her clothes. He can save, if he be so 
minded, in many Ways in wich she cannot, for 
not a few of his luxuries are necessaries to 
her. A bachelor, ina word, who could get 
on very comfortably with $1,500 a year would 
usually be in a ceaseless strait as a husband 
with 52.500 a vear. Comparatively few men, 
married or single, are capable of earning 
$2,500, and the single men who refrain from 
marriage for this reason, err, if they err at 
all, on the side of prudence. All things 
considered, it is not strange that this is a 
Malthusiap capital. There is probably no 
city in civilization where matrimony, with all 
that belongs to it, isso much discouraged by 
sober and somber facts as it is in New York. 


Bonner and His Ledger. 
Froma New York Letter, 

It is said that the Ledger is inthe market, 
but its purchase would require alarge sum. 
Bonner bought for a trifle, and as I recall the 
ridiculous Merchants’ Ledger (as it was then 
called) I Wonder that he paid anything for it. 
Bonner has made a million out of his trashy 
stories, Which are always found to be the 
most profitable. The Ledger building is 
a very tine investment, in addition to which 
there is the farm, the stables on Fiftv-ninth 
street and other valuable property. The In- 
dependent could also be bought and so could 
several other so-called religious papers. 
Bowen made the Independent highly protit- 
able at one time, butthat was during the in- 
flation, When everything was on a high scale. 
The Brooklyn scandal injured him seriously, 
and his puffery of Nortbern Pacific bonds was 
still more damaging. He made money out 
of these bonds, while others lost immense- 
lv, and, therefore, accused him 
of bad faith. Bowen isthe only publisher 
who was previously in trade. He had reach- 
ed wealth and distinction as the leading man 
in the great tirm of Bowen, McNamee & Co., 
which was one of the most ambitious houses 
inthis city. Twenty-four years have elapsed 
since it Was crushed out of existence by the 
panic of 1857, and then Bowen, after several 
changes, got control of the Independent. It 
bad proved unprofitable to its proprietors, 
but Bowen changed the management ina 
radical manner. He cutoff that ciique of 
stupid D. D.’s who were sinking it with their 
learned articles, and promoted Tilton to full 
editorship. The latter did well until he be- 
came dizzy with success. His head got 
full of ridiculous notions, and Victoria 
Woodhull bewitched him to such a degree 
that he played the fool, and Bowen dis- 
charged him. Neither Tilton, Beecher nor 
Bowen will ever be what they were previous 
to the great scandal. 


An Extraordinary Escape. 
From the San Francisco Post. 

teaders of the Post will probably remem- 
ber that about one yeir agoa man was report- 
ed drowned by jumping into the water off the 
San Rafael steamer while aboat to start on her 
trip at the foot of Cay street. The man’s 
name was Albert Mattison, and he was in 
charge of the Sberiff of Mendocino county, 
en route for San Quentin, to serve out a tong 
sentence for robbery. The entire police force 
of this city made diligent search for Mattison 
under the wharves and along the city front, 
but without success. He had on one foot an 
Oregon boot, made of iron, weighing twenty- 
five pounds, and it Was supposed for a long 
time be Was drowned, as it seemedimpossible 
that he could escape from the weight attached 
tohim. It has been ascertained that when he 
jumped overboard the tide was ebbing, and 
that he crept along under tbe water a short 
distance until under the wharf, when, safe 
from observation, be waded close in shore. 
He found a small boy with a boat gathering 
driftwood, Whom he took prisoner. Mattison 
got into the boat and Kept the boy quiet all 
day. At night he landed on Broadway wharf, 
had the boy show him a blacksmith shop, 
gave him 3250 and dismissed him. At 
the shop he procured tools, cut loose the 
heavy iron fetters and got away, and has re- 
cently been heard from in Arizona. 


A Waterspout in Chesapeake Bay.

There wasa large and dangerous water- 
spoutinthe Chesapeake Bay, off Hooper’s 
Island, on Thursday last. The schooner 
Nomini, Capt. James B. Field, from Sals-

NEW YORK LOBBYISTS. 


The Influence of the New York Central 
on Legislation. 
% Gath“ in Cincinnati Fugutrer. 


The profession of a lobbyist is quite as re- 
utable at Albany asthatofalegislator. The 
obbyist has the best social cirole. If he is 
rovided with money by arich principal, he 
ceeps the best rooms, can always lend au im- 
pecunious friend a fifty or a hundred to go 
home on Saturdays; can furnish passes over 
almost any of the transportation companies, 
and he gets up such nice dinners and picnics 
that not to know him is to be left out of the 
general circle at Albany. Each of the large 
railroads in New York bas an Albany agent, 
sometimes two or three. The large insur- 
ance interest keeps a man at Albany, or a cir- 
cle of men to inform them of dangerous leg- 
islation. Notinfrequently the agent will as- 
sist the Legislature to get up some danger- 
ous legislation, so that the company can be 
bled for both. 

The riches accumulated in New York City 
require personal representation in their al- 
most every form at the seat of the State Gov- 
ernment. The commerce of the city and of 
the Hudson River, and the commerce of the 
lakes, the manufacturing interests and their 
relution to taxes, the mercintile and banking 
interests in every form, the Stock Exchange, 
the Produce Exchange, every aggregation of 
rich men is liable to be overtaxed, and bills 
are constantly threatening, though often de- 
vised inthe interests of the State revenue, 
Sut quite as often in that of some dur- 
ing jobber who sees an easier way 
to make a living by menacing some rich in— 
terest than by hisdav’slabor. For this rea- 
son I have never taken more than half stock 
in the sensation about Vanderbilt and other 
big men here, Whom I know to be constantly 
menaced at Albany. I look at the class of 
men beading the charges and investigations 
against them, and generally find them to be 
old pensioners of Tweed—men who once 
climbed ipto the scale of wealthy ro»bery and 
corruption and were reduced to their normal 
level by the panic, and are now hoping to 
raise the muititude against some rich interest, 
so that in the nick of time they can save the 
interest and charge for it well. 

No doubt a great railroad like the Central, 
disobeving the letter of the law every day, 
straining for revenue to make dividends on 
its huge stock lists, bas forfeited its charter 
every day inthe week. The charter reduces 
fures on the road totwo cents a mile. The 
railroad dodges observance by making up its 
trains of Wagner palace and sleeping cars, 
and adding one cent a mile at least between 
New York and Albany. Where it buildsa 
bridge over some tolera»ly important stream 
like the Hudson, there {fs a bridge company, 
separate from the railroad, which charges a 
special toll per passenger: but both things 
are in the hands of the same general men. 
Admitting all these facts, there is the great 
beneticence of the road, to stop which a single 
day would tax this State and country more 
than to make Omissions and interpretations, 
provided they are not gross, in che interest 
ofthe road. The men at Atvany directly em- 
ployed by the railroad as lawyers are prob- 
ably more respectable thanthat kindof a 
Legislature they are sent to watch. The rail- 
road seldom asks for legislation, knowing the 
immense cost of it, and is content to stop the 
black-mail with as little expense as possible. 
Hence, to keep off a hundred harpies who 
would like to represent it, the road employs 
a single man witha fat salary himself, a 
legislator once, and familiar with politics, 
and saysto him: “Relieve our minds. Be 
prudent as possible as to money; act on your 
own responsibility. Draw on us for neces- 
saries.’? 


Fashion’s Latest Fanclies.

Among the novelties in dress ornaments 
are White or gray mother-of-pearl rings, des- 
tined for the cordelieres, which lace over the 
waists.

The Jockey Who Rode Foxhall. 
From the New York Herald. 

George Forsiham, the rider of Foxhall, was 
a jockey when Archer was in his cradle. He 
is about forty years of age and has been rid- 
ing for the past twenty-five years. He jumped 
into prominence soon after appearing on the 
turf. He is aman of great resolution and has 
the sobriquet of the“ Demon Rider.” His 
first important win was the Cambridgeshire 
Handicap in 1867 with Odd Trick. In 1859 
he won the Thousand Guineas on Mavonnai<e 
and the Oaks on Summerside. His first suc- 
cess inthe Two Thousand Guineas was on 
Vauban, the Duke of Beaufort’s horse, in 
in 1867, and his second capture of this prize 
was in 18 on Petronel, also the property of 
the same nobleman. He has won the One 
Tbousand Guineas race five times and the 
Oaks five times,the last being this year’s race 
on Thebais. He has wonevery important 
race annually run in England and France ex- 


ce the Doncaster St. Leger. Fifteen 
+ 2 a struggle broke out as to 
getting first place on the annual list 
of winning jockeys between Fordham and 
“Jimmy” Grimshaw, and la sums of 
money Were waged upon the result year after 
year. When Mr. Lefevre took his horses to 
England during the Franco-Russian war 
Fordham was his first jockey. Fordham re- 
tired from the turf at the time the French 
stable was broken up. He had secured a 
competency, which Lefevre was instructed to 
invest and it was lost. Being thus reduced in 
circumstances the jockey returned to the turf. 
His retirement occurred in 1875 and he came 
out again iu 1878. That year he rode fifty- 
eight winners; in 1879 he won forty-seven 
victories, and 105 in 1880, nis record for the 
last year being only beaten by Archer, who 
scored 120. His first Derby running in 1879 
was a catch-mount, as none of his regular 
employers had a horse fit to run, and Baron 
Rothschild put him upon Sir Bevys, against 
whom the odds were 20 to 1. Fordham was 
successful on Beaudesert in the Middle Park 
Plate. Fordham knows the road to the win- 
ning post for the Grand Prix well enongh, 
having steered Fervacques to victory in 1867, 
following that up in 1868 by winning on the 
1 Marquis of Hastings’ horse, The 
vari. . 


English Church Livings. 
From the New York Times. 

Any one who has ever looked far into the 
aie of Church livings in England has met 
with many strange and incongruous things. 
Even the English people in considerable num- 
bers, slow as they are to change a system that 
has been sanctioned by custom and time,some 
forty or fifty years ago recognized the justice 
of reform 2 took steps to turn the Church 
income into one common tund for distribu- 
tion according to the needs and deserts of 
the various parishes and their vicars. But 
the effort brought forth no substantial result, 
and, so far as can be learned, it has never been 
renewed in any effective and determined way. 
At the present time a certain living of the 
class known as *‘sinecure livings“ is for sale. 


It has many times been disposed of at auetion 


and strangely enongh no mention of it has 
been made in the Clergy List. It was adver- 
tised to be sold last July at auction, but from 
some cause it was not sold, and now the 
agents sav the price has been reduced from 
£6,500 to £5,500. Since the net income is set 
down at £650, the purchaser, at £5,500, 
would realize a comfortable 12 per cent on 
his money. No duties, it is said, attach to 
the holding of this living beyond the azree- 
able one of receiving the interest. Even res- 
idence is notimposed. For something like 
four centuries this living has been a sinecure 
in the Church of England. It appears to 
have been usually purchased by ladies for 
family purposes, being of the class known as 
‘*donative livings,’? which entitle the holders 
to present any clergyman whom they like, 
and this whether the Bisbop like him or not. 
Moreover the holder may enter into a barzain 
with aclergyman to pay him a certain tixed 
sulary—as much less apparently than the 12 
per cent interest as he can induce the clergy- 
man to agree to—and he may thus put the 
balance into his own pocket. Before Parlia- 
ment there is now a bill abolishing sinecure 
livings, but of what its final fate will be few 
individuals are vet sure. Should it pass 
there might be some hope that a reform of 
the whole Chureh living system would ulti- 
mately be undertaken. No reasonable man, 
however, is likely to indulge far his hopes 
that the English Parliament will abolish 
anything that has 400 years of existence be- 
hind it. 


Stored Electricity in Use. 
From the London Engineering. 

The electric tramway which Dr. Werner 
Siemens has constructed in Berlin, between 
the suburbs of Lichtenfeld and Cadettenhaus, 
is now regularly opened for passengers, and 
is giving great satisfaction. Une rails are of 
the ordinary railway pattern, but the gauge 
is only three feet three inches. A single car 
ix propelled by the current at an average speed 
of nine miles an hour, though this rate can be 
doubled if necessary. <A similar line has been 
erected at the Crystal Palace, Sydenham, as 
an attraction for visitors. but it is probably 
the electric tramways will be practically in- 
troduced into this country before many years 
are past. Velocipedes are now so common 
that it is notsurprising to find that electricity 
has been applied to their propulsion. M. 
Trouve, the well known French electrician, 
recently drove an English tricycle through 
the streets of Paris by means of electricity 
storedina Plante secondary battery anda 
pair of Deprez electric motors. The tricicle 
with its occupant and apparatus, weighed 
400 pounds, and went at the speed of an ordi- 
nary cab; but with some modification of the 
apparatus M. Trouye hopes to attain a 
rate of twelve or fifteen miles an hour. The 
new secondary battery of M. Faure will also 
help his purpose, and we may anticipate that 
velocipedes driven by electric power will by 
and by prove useful to the invalid or the 
weakly. In Paris, too, electricity has been 
applied to work an air compressor at the 
toy balloon factory of MM. Chauchard et Cie., 
behind the Hotel du Louvre. The spare steim 
power of the engines has been utilized by two 
Gramme machines, one of which generates 
the current and the other transforms it into 
mechanical work. The energy thus trans- 
mitted isabout a horse-power per minute,

sets at),200. Among Mr. Strakosch’s cred- 
itors may be mentioned the prima donna Ma- 
rie Roze, to whom he owes $1,816 S, Mile. 
stave Torriafia $1,600, and Mlle. Anna de 
Belocea $1,529 28. Among other creditors 
are Stout & Thayer $11,012 10, for moneys ad- 
vanced; Charles Wehle .

London and New York. 
**Gath*’ in Cincinnati Enquirer. 


The new census returns give to London 
4,814,571 inhabitants. In 1871 its population 
was 3,254,260; in 1861 it was 2,803,989. More 
than five hundred and sixty thousand souls 
were added tothe number of inhabitants dur- 
ing the past ten years, and more than a mil- 
lion during the past twenty years. The rate 
of increase has been greater since 1871 than 
it was during the preceding decade. This is 
true of only five others of the large English 
cities—namely, Liverpool, Birmingham, Not- 
tingham, Norwich and Hull. When we re- 
flect that a population greater than that of 
Chicago has been added to London in ten 
years, and a population nearly as great as 
that of New York has been added to it in 
twenty years, it does look asif the city on the 
Thames bas been advancing with very rapid 
strides. And yetits pace seems slow when 
compared with that of our own metropolis. 
Since 1870 the inerease in the population of 
New York has been less than a quarter of a 
million, while the increase in the population 
of London has been more than half a million. 
But while the rate of increase has been 17 
per centin London it has been more than 22 
per cent in New York.

PAST TIME ON THE AUDSON MADE BY THE MARY 
POWELL. 

‘*The fastest trip of the Mary Powell that I 
know of, said Mr. Fletcher, was made on 
August 6, 1874. The time was taken from the 
moment she headed “4 stream until she reach- 
ed Poughkeepsie, and wasin all three hours 
and thirty-nine and one half minutes. The 
time of her stops was taken, and this deducted 
made her actual running time three hours and 
nineteen minutes, orjust about twenty-three 
miles an hour. This includes slowing down 
in approaching the landings. I have no doubt 
that at times she worked up to twenty-five 
miles an hour on that tip, Wind and tide heip- 
ing her. In dead water | do not suppose she 
dun make over twenty-two or twenty-three 
miles an hour.“ 

Is that the fastest time ever made by a boat 
in these waters?“ 

‘*Well, the new bout Albany at the close of 
last seuson ran to Poughkeepsie in three hours 
and thirteen minutes, butehe had no passen- 
gers, nade astraightrun and carried forty- 
five pounds of steum. They were taking her 
up tne river to lay her up during the winter, 
and speeded her to see wnat she could do. The 
Albany oughtto be a little fuster than the 
Marv Powellfrom her build aud machinery. 
The truth is, the Albany, the Mary Powell and 
the Chauncey Vibburd are all very fast bouts, 
that can make over twenty miles an hour reg 
ularly. Our river boats never race, and we 
can’t tell what really is their best time.’’

Dr. N. G. Smith, of Indiana, presented his 
report of the status of eclectic medicine in his 
State. There are 56 =practising eclectic 
physicians, 378 of whom are graduates. 
A State Association had been formed since 
the last meeting and a college opened. 

Dr. Olin asked permission to perform an op- 
eration on a blind patient before the Conven- 
tion. The trouble was adhesion ot the iris 
to the posterior wallof the Cornea, the result 
of ulceration, and producing total blindness. 
Dr. Olin aunounced that he proposed to 
make an incision through the ¢iitfar border, 
draw out the iris and cut off a 
piece of it, thus allowing the 
light to pass through to the retina. If the 
lens isin a healthy condition the nn would 
see again. If not, he would not. he patient, 
a young man from Charleston, IIIS., was 
then stretched upon an improvised 
table and the doctors crowded around him. 
The operation was closely watched by all, in- 
cluding several ladies who werein attendance 
atthe Convention. Chloroform was adminis- 
tered and a deep cut made near the eye, 
through whichthe iris was drawn and cut. 
The operation lasted about twenty minutes 
and was pronounced eminently successful. 

Atter the operation Dr. Younkin presented 
un interesting case, using a collectionof bones 
for illustration. The subject was one that he 
had met in the dissecting room last winter, the 
case presented having many interesting fea- 
tures.jThe spinal column was{curved laterally. 
There were also fractures of the right clavicle, 
of the head ot the right humerus, ot the 
femur and Various other portions 
of the bony structure. The case 
which furnished the bones was a man 
55 years of age, and from the number of 
broken bones the subject must have passed 
through a series of bewildering accidents, Dr. 
Younkin’s explanation was very learned and 
was listened to with great attention. 

Dr. Ingraham, of Chicago, asked permission 
to introduce a interesting little apparatus. He 
had never seen it used, and had improvised it 
in a case resulting out of a railroad accident. 
The apparatus was a gatlin for showering 
injured timbs, and he had tound it very useful. 
The gutter was made so as to fill the limb, and 
it could be perforated on the bottom so as to 
nliow the water used for showering to tun 
through.

The school day has extended from 9 a. m. 
to 3 p. m., with a recess of twenty minutes. Ot 
this time three hours per day have invariably 
been gived to manual training, as follows: 
One hour to free-hand or mechanical draw- 
ing and two full hours to shop work. The rest 
of the time bas been given to the study of Pure 
Mathematics, in the shape of Arithmetic and 
Algebra; Applied Science, in the shape of 
Physical ane and Natural Philosophy; 
Language and Literature, in the shape ot 
English Grammar, American History, Spelling 
and English Composition. Regular exercises 
in Penmanship should have been mentioned 
under the head of manual training. 

In all these directions good progress has been 
made. These young men are,I am sure, ready 
toatestify that, though this is known 
as She anual Training School, no lack 
of interest is taken in both mental 
and moral training. Justice comvels me to 
add that the pupils have labored at their books 
with unusualinterest and success. The tra- 
ditional drudgery has been very little felt here. 
How much of this may justly be claimed as the 
result of the great variety on the daily pro- 
gramme is somewhat uncertain, but I am sure 
that the effect has been very wholesome to both 
the mind and the body. 

Special interest naturally centers in the 
feutures peculiar to this school, namely, the 
exercises in drawing and shop work. Hence 
we think it best to dispense with the ordinary 
recitations and show you what the school has 
done and how it was done in these new direc- 
tions. 

The drawing and shop work must speak for 
themselves. As I have said, every boy has 
spent one houra day in drawing; or, during 
the year, eighty hours at fiee-hand drawing 
and 120 hours at mechanical draw- 
ing. Only a small part of the earlier exercises 
have been preserved, Like all first attempts 
they were of course crude and unattractive. 
The later productions are before you; they are 
the result of one year’s work engrafted upon 
such training as boys have coming from 
schools, public and private, in and out of St. 
Louis. 

Nota single drawing has been copied from 
another drawing. I do not say this to con- 
demn copying, forcopying may be done to 
great advantage, but because the fact is as 1 
have stated it. 

There the drawings had been arranged 
around the walls from right to left accordin 
to grade and were referred to as Mr. Wood 
ward proceeded—pencil drawings illustrate 
the use of instruments, and how measure 
ments are made and used. All are drawn from 
actual objects and are full size. The general 
use of scales will come next year. 

Unconsciously the pupils have here learned 
orthographic projection, and how to make 
and read working drawings. The study of 
working drawings has been closely accom- 
— by the use of drawings in the shop be- 
ow. 

Atter pencil work from measurements came 
exercisesjwith pen and India ink upon stretch- 
ed drawing paper. These exercises are con- 
siderably varied, asthe specimens show and 

repare the way for machine drawing and 
ettering. Nearly every pupil has finished one 
or more machine drawing, andI believe all 
are shown, good, bad and indifferent. All are 
drawn from our own tools and are very credit- 
able. Next year these — — Will apply line 
shading to machine work; take up brush tinting 
and shading and apply them to more machine 
and architectural drawings. 

The free-hand work began with outlines 
from groups of geometrical figures. Shadin 
followed, at first with charcoal and then with 
crayon, as you see in the adjoining room— 
these drawings were displayed inthe west re- 
citation room. Theearlier drawings were made 
inthis room. It will be seen that each desk is 
movided with an adjustable top for the pur- 
pose of bringing the face of the drawing-board 
squarely beneath or in front of the eye. Next 
year free-hand work will be extended to less 
simple or conventional forms. Models from 
vegetable and animal forms will be gradually 
introduced. Special exercises will be given in 
tree-hand projection drawing, based on me- 
chanical drawing. This will give facility in 
sketching frames, machines, etc., which is 
very desirable. 

I cught to suy just here that all the drawing 
boards, stands, easels, models and bureaus 
have been made in the school by the p upils. 

All the instruction in drawing hae been given 
by Mr. Charles Holloway and a few pupils who 
cannot work below, etc. 

The shopwork began with carpentry and 
continued at that branch for about thirty- 
three weeks, making 330 hours. The exercises 
have been numerous and logically arranged— 
the principal ones are shown in order in the 
east recitation room. Along the blackboard, 
beginning at the farther end of the room, the

The developments growing owt of the furni- 
ture-contract suit of Mrs. Drake against James 
E. Hall, the Washington avenue granite mer- 
chant, ex-Congregational Minister, are of a 
character that would furnish interesting ma- 
terial for a novel of the Zola hile-picture or- 
der. Testimony as to the character and credi- 
bility of the ex-Minister is being gathered inthe 
course of depositions for the plaintiff, and 
some of the most prominent men m the com- 
munity, clergy, bar and commerce, will con- 
tribute a page to the history of the marble 
merchant. Mr. Hall first honored this city 
with his presence during the early construc- 
tion of the Custom tlouse, being sent 
out here as the agent of Gen. Davis 
Tilson, of Rockland. Me., who was interested 
with the Hiurmcane Granite Company in fur- 
nisning the supply of granitetor the new struc- 
ture. He brougnt letters from Conyregation- 
alists in the East and at once identified himself 
with the West End church element. At Rox- 
bury, Mass., he left a wife and child, but this 
fact Wis unknown to his new 
friends and ucguaintances in St. 
Louis. About 40 years of age, of 
medium height, black hair, dark grey eyes, 
black well trimmed mustache and whiskers, 
a benign expression and agreeable presence, 
with a voice of impressive tenderness, James 
Hall presenteda pleasing exterior which won 
him friends and admirers inthe West End con- 
gregations, and he was introduced from one 
circle to another until his popularity for social 
qualities was theroughly well established. 

THE LADIES 

spoke of Mr. Mall as such a thoroughly gallant 
gentleman, always obliging and agreeable. 
His buggy was at their disposal at all times, 
and he frequently furnished the company him- 
self. He was foremost in every church move- 
ment and enterprise of charity; he was regu- 
jJarly on hand with flowers and all the delicate 
attentions of 4 fascinating young 
man wherever the oceasion offered. He first 
located himself with the Colcord family at 
their residence on Twenty-eighth and Mor- 
gan streets, and paid particular attention to 
the young lady of the fumily. After the gran- 
ite contract at the Custom House was com 
pleted Mr. Hall made uphis mind that St. 
Louis was a most agreeable place, 
and be determined to locate here permanent- 
ly, establishing himself inthe marble monu— 
ment business. Ile took steps after getting here 
to rid himself of the concealed incumbrance 
in the shape of a wife and tamily at Roxbury, 
Muss, and a Chicago lawyer was employed to 
get a divorce in the salt Lake City courts. The 
Utah job was easily put through, Mr. Hall 
making affidavit of hisintention to come out 
and settle at Salt Lake and 

A DECREE WAS GRANTED 
him with a letter of congratulation upon his 
intended course. Armedwith this authority, 
however, Hall telegraphed to a Miss Hard- 
wicke, the daughter of a prominent Massachu 
setts granite dealer who had previously bDoard- 
edin his family, telling her that no obstacle 
was now inthe way; he was a free man and 
he could marry her right away. The 
young lady had encouraged an honest affec 
tion for him while under his Eastern root, and, 
believing the divorce to be valid, she packed 
her property together, including $12,000 in U. 
S. bonds, and started for the West, meeting 
Hallat Toledo. Tney were married the follow 
ing day at Detroit by the Rey. Mr. William- 
son, a Presbyterian divine. Miss Hardwicke's 
money was invested by Hall in some 
lotson Grand avenue and the vicinity after 
they arrived here, andthe Colcord house wis 
selected astheir abode for a time. Siubse- 
quently Mr. Hall rented No. 2704 Lucas avenue 
and went into housekeeping. After the birth 
ota child Mrs, Hall—or more correctly speak- 
ing, Miss Hardwicke—became troubled in 
mind respecting her position, and 
as a member 01 Doctor Ganse’s 
congregation she consulted several triends 
Among the clergy, relating the facts concern- 
ing Hall's Utah divorce, ete.

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GRUMBLING AT GRADING. 
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Complaints From Country Ship- 
pers Regarding Corn In- 
Spection. 


- — 
— — 


The Country Says It is Too Rigid— The 
Inspectors Say They are Only 
Careful. 


For some time past complaints have freely 
been received by St. Louis commission mer- 
chants from their country shippers regarding 
the inspection of corn in this market, which in- 
spection these shippers characterize as entire- 
ly too rigid, holding the standard of No. 2 so 
high that a large portion of thecorn arriving 
here misses that grade and goes rejected or no 
grade. Asthe difference in price between No. 
2 mixed and rejected has ruled 124136 lower 
for latter the country shippers’ ‘‘kick’’ has 
been most vigorous, and letters from 
them grow sharper and spicier as 


time|passes and no improvement appears in the 


grading of theircorn. Itis notalone on corn 
of the 1880 crop that these shippers complain, 
but they claim that old corn of 1879, which has 
been keptin dry condition under cover and 
wasin good merchantable shape, has missed 
grade when sent here. The same corn, both 
of 1880 and 1879, which has gone rejected in 
this market, when sentto Chicago, Peoria or 
Toleco has inspected No. Jat those places, 
The St. Louis firmsthat have been the recipi- 
ents of most of these complaints say thata 
large amount ot corn is driven away trom this 
market by the rigid inspection, the country 
shippers preferring to send their grain 
to points where they are sure the corn wil! 
grude and they cun get No. 2 price, rather 
than take their chances of the corn going re- 
jected here and selling tar belowthe price of 
NO. 2. 

Mr. Thos. Akin, of E. A. Kent & Co., has 
been instructed by several of his country cor- 
respondents to forward their corn to Chicago 
ifit misses grade nere. He is satistied St. 
Louis is losing a great deal of trade throughits 
rigid inspection. 

Messrs. Redmond Cleary & Co. claim that 
not alone lowa corn, which it is admitted is 
mainly in poor shape, but Missouri and Kan- 
sus corn shipped here as No. 2 has missed 
grade, and the shippers are very bitter 
in their complaints, \ letter 
to this firm from Malvern, Ia, claims that out 
of twenty-two §cars old 1870 corn sent here 
full one-half inspected was rejected, when the 
sume corn out of the same bins as that sent 
here graded high mixed in Peoria. 

J. W. Booth & Sons received several sharp let- 
ters from correspondents at Chaunte and Cher- 
yyvyale, Kansas, regarding the inspection of 
their corn in tlis market, the shipp-rs assert- 
ing that the corn was in good werchantable 
condition| when shipped, but went rejected 
here. All this corn was of the 1890 grop, 

Mr. F. E. Lawrence, a grat Shipper 
of Read Oak, Jowa, who was 
on Change to-day, expressed himself as very 
much dissastistied with the St. Louis inspee- 
tion of corn. IIe said that corn of the 1879 crop, 
in good condition and which has been in cav. 
cred cribs, when sent here missed grading No. 
2, while the same corn inspected No. 2 in Chi- 
cago. Rail rates from his station favor St. 
Louis, and all the corn along the line of the 
C., B. and . road from Crestline west would 
come to St. Louis if properly inspected here, 
but as it is the greater portion is diverted to 
Chicago. Mr. Lawrence accompanied a 
shipment of his corn to this market. Upon its 
arrival it inspected rejected, the inspector 
claiming it was soft. Mr. L. had some of the 
other St. Louis inspectors examine the corn, 
and they affirmed the decision of the first in- 
Spector, but this did not satisfy Mr. L., who 
then ordered his St. Louis merchant to for- 
ward the grain to Chicago. He claims thatthis 
shipment was of lere corn andin the best con 
dition. He does not think the inspectors in- 
tend to wrong the country sliipper, but that 
they are entirely too rigid, and when there is 
the least shadow of a doubt they give the ben- 
eit ot the doubt to the elevators. 

Other St. Louis firms say they have received 
none of these complaints. A. 0. Grubb, of 
Cole Bros., had sampled corn inspected re- 
jected here, and found the inspectors were 
right in thus grading it. Mr. Smith, this tirm’s 
travelingman, had heard no complaints re- 
garding inspection when out in the country, 
but had on short weights, and found a great 
deal of grain driven away from this market 
Owing to the large loss in weight on shipments 
made here. Billingsley & Nanson had heard 
Complaints on neu corn, but none on old, 
Thought the inspectors were right. 

The St. Louis inspectors say they have had 
to be more than usually careful this season in 
their inspection. The corn arriving here, and 
especial) vthat from Iowa, has been in poor 
shape, and while presenting a good appear- 
ance tothe eye would not hold ita condition 
long, and a few cars ot this corn put into a bin 
Of good corn would soon spoil the whole lor. 
The real trouble seems to bein the great dif 
ference between the price of No. 2 mixed and 
rey cted, The AVe TAGE difference between 
these grades is 1‘,¢ to 2c, but now. with lc @l3c 
difference, if the country shipper’s corn goes 
rejected and sells at its price, it lets fim in 
foralarge loss, hence his complaints. The 
St. Louis market for corn is essentially an ex 
port market, and there js not the demand for 
the low grades that there isin Chicago, Toledo 
and Peoria, where it is bought for distilling; so 
that while No. : mixed in St. Louis sells at a 
—— figure the lower grades rule very low in
